There has just been another busi¬ 
ness change at Vulcan. The interests 
of Mr. A. Silverthorne in the Massey - 
Harris implement agency at this 
point has been purehu ed by Mr. 
Angus Sinclair, who has been offici¬ 
ally commissioned by this well known 
firm and commences at once the 
business of the representative at this 
centre. Mr. Sinclair requires no in¬ 
troduction, being one of the old- 
timers of the community, qnd as a 
practical farmer will have advantage 
in supplying the machinery require-" 
meats of farmers. The place of busi¬ 
ness will be as heretofore. 

The inspections made in Vulcan 
this week by Mr. J. Williams, the 
provincial government sanitary of¬ 
ficer, wH^-result in numerous changes 
for improvement in meeting the re¬ 
quirements of sanitary regulations. 
Vulcan, in a general way, ranks high 
in this regard, but there are some im¬ 
portant changes to be made, and 
chief of these is the provision for a 
new nuisance ground by the town. 
The provincial officer had conference 
with the council at a special meeting 
of that body, and the circumstances 
were fully considered. Certain im¬ 
provements will also be required to 
be made in the sewer system in con¬ 
nection with the hotel. The health 
of the people and the cleanliness of 
the town generally receives due con¬ 
sideration, and the order of the 
authorities in this respect will re¬ 
ceive ready and proper attention.

YOU CAN’T RIDE ON A GRUDGE 


FLAG DAY CELEBRATIONS 


Most everybody has wondered where 
the cust om s of—shaking hands and 
lifting hat originated. The question 
of origin has probably been -inspired 
by thoughts of the futility and use¬ 
lessness of boCfi customs. One theory 
of the origin of the hand-shaking cus¬ 
tom is that prehistoric man profeted 
his right hand to the passefby to in¬ 
dicate that he had left his club at 
home and was bent on some peaceful 
pursuit. The custom has deteriorated 
to a leks significant salutation. The 
custom of lifting the hat is supposed 
to have originated when knighthood 
was in flower and armored knights 
raised the visors of their helmets 
upon passing a lady that they might 
the better see and be seen. But to¬ 
day one is more apt to hear “tip the 
hat” than “lift the hat.” Is there 
any relation between this and the 
fact that men now touch their hats 
to a lady, wehre as they formerly re¬ 
moved their hats entirely with a 
grand flourish? Customs are subject 
to change, although most of them 
survive in some form or other for 
centuries. The Parisians-—reputed to 
be the most gallant and courteous of 
men- are said to be welcoming with 
a zest a league against hand-shakkig 
in process of organization in France. 

CLOSER RELATIONSHIP

BARON BYNG’S NEW JOB 

It is entirely the business of the 
people of London, or rather of the 
British Government, as to who shall 
be the head of the London Police 
Force. The selection of Baron Byng, 
former Govenor-General of Canada, 
for the position, however, is of inter¬ 
est to tJhe people of Canada who le- 
member him with feelings of kindness 
and, naturally, still feel that in a 
sense he belongs to them. Baron Byng 
was a popular Governor-General, and 
even if he blundered somewhat at the 
time of the political crisis at Ottawa 
they will not hold that against him. 

What most of us will probably feel 
about Lord Bying being''coming Chief 
of Police which, although that may 
not be his official title, is what he will 
actually become, is that it seems ra¬ 
ther a come-down from the position 
of Governor-General of the oldest of 
His Majesty’s Dominions overseas. It 
seems to minimise the importance of 
Canada in pie Imperial scheme of 
things. We have rather come to re¬ 
gard the person of our Governors- 
General as being most as sacred as 
we regard that of the King. Perhaps 
that is a» ultra-Loyalfct view, never¬ 
theless, it expresses what many of us 
feel. We have looked upon the office S 
of Governor-General as a most exalted I 
one, which undoubtedly it is. All this I 
may be said; and is said, without any 
feeling of flunkeyism or snobbery. We 
simply deal with facts as they present 
themselves ^before us. 

Of coure, it does not matter where 
or how a man serves, so long as he 
serves. A man who is good street- 
sweeper is a good public servant. A 
good cop is not to be despised (there 
are so few of them). There is dignity 
to labor even in its humblest forms. 
Yet from Governor-General to Chief 
of Police is a descent. What is to be 
feared is that if our Canadian Gover- 
nors-General, when they give up be¬ 
ing Governors-General, are to become 
plain, simple policemen, or stock¬ 
brokers, or newspaper editors, 
then the old time respect for the office 
and esteem for its occupant may dis¬ 
appear. It may be that in the express¬ 
ion of these views there is a tinge of 
egotism. Perhaps we think too much 
of ourselves in Canada. It may he 
that we do not like policemen and so 
don’t like to think of Lord Bying at 
the head of the police force of Lon¬ 
don. But, whatever may be our feel¬ 
ings in these respects, we shall agree 
that the man who so worthily filled 
the position of King’s Representative 
in CanacJfT ''hi, deserving of a much 
highert mche of usefulness than that 
Of head of the London Police. It may 
be that the Home Government does 
not wish to utilize Baron Byng’s ser¬ 
vices in gubernatorial posts because 
of his alleged fai^x pas over the con¬ 
stitutional issue, but the people of 
Canada harbor no ill feeling against 
him and would gladly see him serving 
the Empire in some more ambitious 
manner than the position he has lately 
had thrust upon him.—Exchange.

Report of Canadian Farmers Tour 

by One #f the Party 
— 

A report of the Canadian farmers’ 
j marketing tour which visited the 
United Kingdom and Denmark last 
January was handed us by Mr. Cur¬ 
ran, manager of the; Bank of Com- 
1 merce, recently, which was written by 
J. Walker, Inspector of the head of¬ 
fice of the Canadian Bank of Conw 
merce, who . accompanied the party.® 
j The report is a comprehensive one. 
embodying, the tour and its purpose, 

' composition of the party, route, and 
1 so forth. Mr. Walker says: 

General Impressions 

“What impressed itself most was 
the vast consuming power of the 
United Kingdom, the magnitude of 
j the system required to market the 
[necessary commodities, the splendid 
j facilities for handling products and 
the high standard of efficiency for 
their distribution. As will be obvi¬ 
ous, one feature noted was the man¬ 
ner in which certain commodities are 
prepared and packed for the market, 
j Denmark showed an example of stan¬ 
dardizing and careful grading of pro¬ 
ducts, and in nearly every direction 
the need for continuity of supply was 
demonstrated. At every Trottrt—the 
party was told that Canada could not 
get' her proper place on the market 
by jumping in and out with price 
fluctuations. It was observed that 
the English importer is a shrewd 
buyer and that there is every evid¬ 
ence that he is out to bpy the best 
quality on the cheapest, market, al¬ 
though for sentimental reasons Em¬ 
pire trade would receive r the prefer¬ 
ence, other things being equal. 

“Those in the main were the gen¬ 
eral impressions of the party. Pos¬ 
sibly one of thy outstanding results 
of the tour was the great publicity • 
which- Canada received and which it 
could not have got in any other way. 

’ Probably a minor feature of the tour 
was that it brought together farmers 
of Eastern and Western Canada who 
through six weeks’ companionship got 
to understand each other’s problems 
! in a largpr way than could have been 
accomplished-otherwise. Just to hear 
what the British importer had to say 
| in qn unbiased way of Canadian pro¬ 
ducts exported from any particular 
province should have far-reaching ef¬ 
fects in eventually working out a 
united policy for Canada.” 

The British Markets 

A word on the British markets may 
l be relevant to the subject. To get 
a firmer idea of the enormous quan¬ 
tity of foodstuffs required it might 
I be mentioned that of 48,000,000 people- 
jin the United Kingdom only 64% of 
j the workers of England and Wales 
j are engaged in agriculture. More 
than twice the population of' Canada 
is^crowded into eighty cities and be- 
j sides London, with a population of 
J over 6,000,000, three cities average 
' over 800,000 and eight over 400,000. 
j In England alone there are said to 
! be, roughly, 200,000 retailers who act 
! as distributing agents to the vast 
population. About two-thirds of all 
the food consumed is said to be im¬ 
ported. Great Britain, therefore, is 
by far the greatest importer in the 
j world of foodstuffs and the surplus 
products from every country are sent 
[ there to be sold for what they will 
realize.’ While it is true that any

Observations By a Farmer Not Far 
From Here Asks All to Co-operate 
Destroying Noxious Weeds 

Talk about cats as a menace to 
birds and all small animals. Weeds are 
doing well in all districts as well as 
the crops. 

Some fields of beautiful grain have 
borders of stink weed, mustard, pig¬ 
weed and all kinds of noxious weeds 
that <$cist, extending from the gsow¬ 
ing crop to the roadside. 

This is a sad as well as a careless 
condition that exists in many parts of 
our fair farming country. Not only in 
j this district, but one can see it in his 
travels in all directions, 
r—Some farmers spend their leisure 
j hours loitering about the village when 
< they should be cleaning the fence 
! rows and borders of their growing 
j crops. 

What looks worse to our brother- 
, farmer tourists travelling through 
| our land than a beautiful crop almost 
j hidden by a border of weeds all 
around it. We hear them say, “why 
don’t the farmers clean the -w eeds 
about their fields? 

Many farmers summer fallow a bor¬ 
der of all kinds of weeds to ripen 
along the fence rows and fallowed 
fields , which will give them a good 
weed crop the following year. 

What looks more ridiculous than 
j this ? Land selling a few years ago 
I at $60. to $75. an acre is today worth 
I considerably less money owing to the 
weed and wild oat menace. 

| As to wild oats, many fields are 
I seeded year after year, Without a 
I summer fallow, which are polluted 
with wild oats which chokes out all 
course grain crop, leaving the farmer 
in debt to the field and nothing but 
expense of labor and no profit for 
himself. 

Farmers should wake up to their 
best interests and not wait for a 
weed inspector who generally comes 
around after weeds are ripe enough 
to germinate the following year, and 
commands the weeds cut and burned. 

In raking for burning they are 
shelled out and pollute his land as 
well as his neighbor across the road 
who is fighting the weed menace. 

A few hours with a mower and a 
scythe would elimate the worst pest 
the farmer has -to content with, the 
weeds. 

The earth as a whole can support a 
population of five times its present 
size.

What system might be introduced 
in this province to provide adequate 
supervision of schools? The question 
arises because it is generally recogniz¬ 
ed that the present system of inspec¬ 
tion of schools can hardly hope to 
solve to any extent the prublem of 
helpful aupeivision to teachers. — 

The suggestion has been thrown out 
that the rural school board be abo¬ 
lished, local control eliminated and 
the whole system handled directly by 
the Department of Education which 
would place the teachers and pay 
them, appoint and direct all supervis¬ 
ing officers as is at present the case 
with the inspectors of the schools. 
The wisdom of such an undertaking is 
very gravely open to question. In the 
first place, centralized systems of ad¬ 
ministration are out of harmony wjth 
Anglo-Saxon ideals: we resent intuit-' 
ively the placing of the whole system 
of government in any one agency. The 
whole trend throughout the English- 
speaking world is to give individuals, 
groups of individuals or communities 
a chance to be progressive. Highly 
centralized systems of education (e.g., 
the French) are the most life-less and 
stereotyped in the world today. It 
may be a wonderful gesture for the 
minister in charge pf education to be 
able to ,say: “I can tell you what is 
going _pn in every school in this coun¬ 
try at every moment of the day*, but 
it is too beautiful when things are 
fashioned in too perfect' a mould. 
Especially is this true of education, 
because the vital elements of indivi¬ 
dual initiative, emulation and compe¬ 
tition are all crushed out and every¬ 
body is subdued to the same standard 
of mediocrity. Educ.ation cannot 
thrive properly in ruch an atmo¬ 
sphere. If one of its primary aims 
to be to train self-respecting individu¬ 
als with initiative, courage and dig¬ 
nity, it cannot be done .unless the 
teacher emanates initiative, courage 
freedom and dignity. 

It is submitted .that this province 
might be divided'into areas sufficient¬ 
ly large to establish a fair and equi¬ 
table system of taxation, taking into 
account the presence of rivers, moun¬ 
tain ranges and other natural fea¬ 
tures. Each area so created (call it 
a county) would have its own school 
board and appoint its own teachers 
and supervising officers, with powers 
of self-government over which the 
Department of Education might have 
rather broad discretionary pewers of 
control. If this were finally decided 
upon, rural schools and teachers 
would lose much of their present iso¬ 
lation; the teachers would be brought 
into fellowship with the entire teach¬ 
ing force throughout the county, 
working in sympathy and co-operation 
( with and under the guidance of speci- 
i alists. The system of supervision 
would then really supplement the 
work of normal schools and each unit 
would have an incentive to raise its 
schools to the highest possible degree. 

In Great Britain and in many paits 
of the United States there are county 
units which vary greatly in size and 
number of schools under their con¬ 
trol. Jtyfs where the strong form of 
county control exists with some de¬ 
gree of. government control, that the 
teaching service is best performed. It 
is here, obviously, where the best 
systems of supervision prevail and it 
is generally recognized that no way 
of improving the teaching service in 
rural districts with so little expense 
has been devised; the quality of in¬ 
struction responds more rapidly to 
effective supervision than to any 
other agency. 

EVERY PLANT A PUMP 

Every plant may be likened to a 
pump. During the growing season it 
is daily sucking up soil moisture 
through its root system and transpk^ 
ing it through the. leaves. When the 
leaf area is large, the weather hot 
and the air dry the transpiration pro¬ 
cess is so rapid that a half-inch rain 
is exhausted in short order. In a tough 
sod there are so many thirsty plants 
drinking up the moisture that an inch 
of rain sometimes has chance to pene¬ 
trate scarcely more than a couple of 
inches into the soil. 

The point to be emphasized is that 
every growing plant, no matter how 
small or inconspicuous, plays its part 
in this abstractive process. A dwarf 
specimen of lamb’s quarter, mustard 
or shepherd’s purse may sap the mois¬ 
ture that a wheat plant needs to keep 
it vigorous. A late starting wheat 
plant may be a weed in a wheat field. 
It uses moisture and plant food and 
if it comes to nothing itself it is as 
much a robber as though it were a 
noxious weed. 

In 1922 when only 3 1-2 inches of 
moisture fell on the Beaverlodge sta¬ 
tion between seeding and harvest more 
than 19 bushels of Ruby wheat were 
threshed from a measured acre of land 
which had raised a fair crop of pota¬ 
toes the year before. There were no 
weeds, the crop had been evenly start¬ 
ed, and the productive plants had all 
the moisture to themselves. 

In gardening, in hoe-cropping and 
in summerfallowing, regard every 
plant as pump. Destroy any not serv¬ 
ing some economic purpose, and if 
possible destroy it while very yomng.

A GLACIAL LAKE 

Allan L. Benson, the geologist, se¬ 
lects Lake Louise as an ideal example 
of a glacial lake, in his recently pub¬ 
lished book, “The Story of Geology." 

“Climb high enough,” says Mr. Ben¬ 
son, “and one will find glaciers, and 
often one will discover, up among 
the peaks, circular little pockets, a 
few rods or a few miles in diameter, 
that glaciers have made by what is 
known as a ‘plucking’ process—the 
ice freezes to rocks, picks them up 
and carries them away year after 
year until a basin is made. Some of 
these basins are filled with water and 
some are hot. 

“Whoever has been in the heart of 
the Canadian Rockies, near Banff, can 
never forget the exquisite group- of 
glacial lakes that nestle in pockets 
far up s near the crests of the peaks. 
Lake Louise, the queen of the group, 
is perliaps one of the most beautiful 
objects upon which the eye of man 
rested. It is like a gorgeous flashing 
opal set in peaks that plunge into its 
edges. Towering back of it and also 
plunging into its waters is the glacier 
that made the lake, standing on guard 
one might say, over its beautiful 
daughter.. From June until Septem¬ 
ber the cold relaxes its grip sufficient¬ 
ly to enable travelers to pause in com 
fort at this beauty spot. During most 
of the remainder of the year the 
fringe of the ice is in charge. Lake 
Louise is fed by the glacier that tow¬ 
ers . behind t it^ , and its waters, after 
leaving it, go facing down the Bow 
River Valley, which is only a little 
less beautiful than the lake itself. 
Tourists are told that part of the 
waters go to the Atlantic and part to 
the Pacific, and since the lake is near 
the continental divide this may be 
tru«.” 

SORE SHOULDERS ON HORSES 

Never change collars from one horse 
eo another. There is no surer way to 
make sore shoulders. This will also 
pull, the collar out of shape for the 
horse it belongs to. If a collar is too 
Short, it will probably cause a sore on 
the top of the neck. If too long, it will 
cause soresat the point of the shoul¬ 
der. There should be just room enough 
fo rthe collar to place the open hand 
between the bottom of the collar and 
the horse’s neck. Acollar that is too 
wide will always prove dangerous. It 
should be just wide enough to fit snug 
ly against the horse’s neck. Hame 
straps should be buckled tightly in 
order to keep the collar from spread¬ 
ing. Dirty collars cause more sore 
shoulders than other fault. Never 
scrape dirt off a collar with a knife. 
This makes the collar rough and then 
it chafes the shoulders. Ase a rag, or 
if necessary, wash the collar. 


CHILDREN RILLED BY SERUM 

Parents who are opposed to having 
their children inoculated with serums 
because of an outbreak of this or that 
disease will exclaim “I told you so” 
on learning that twelve children died 
in Bundaberg , Queensland, after hav¬ 
ing been inoculated for diptheria. It 
is alleged that the anti-toxin mixture 
was contaminated. The affair has 
caused a sensation throughout Aus¬ 
tralia. The commission appointed to 
investigate the disaster criticised the 
technique of the doctors who were re¬ 
sponsible for the administration of the 
serum- This, of course, did not offer 
great consolation to the afflicted par¬ 
ents whose children left home in a 
healthy condition and returned from 
school with tlie deadly poison in their 
blood. Serum administered at any 
time should Ire thoroughly tested and 
known to be in a healthy state before 
it is shot into anyone, adult or child. 
It is a mighty serious matter when it 
develops that a mistake, ha-s been 
made, for mistakes of this kind are 
frequently difficult to correct.—Elk. 


BARNUM, AFTER MANY YEARS 

A curious will was left by P. T. 
Barnum when he died 35 years ago. 
It seems characteristic of his eccen¬ 
tricity . His wife, who died only last 
June, was given the lifetime use of his 
estate, which is now distributed 
among six heirs. It is surprising to 
learn that the estate consists chiefly 
of bonds, stocks and mortgages. Some¬ 
how one thinks of the “Prince of 
Humbugs,” as he proudly called him¬ 
self, leaving tattooed men and beard¬ 
ed women to his relatives. An article 
in the December Palimpsests, “when 
Barnum Came to Town,” tells of one 
of the lectures he used to give, “Suc¬ 
cess in Life, dr the Art of Money- 
Making” The half of million or more 
that he left is evidence that he knew 
something of what he was talking 
about. His most emphatic point—one 
which no one could accuse him of not 
following—was to advertise. Persis¬ 
tence was important. He said that 
when an advertisement first appears 
“a man does not see it. The second 
time he notices it, the third time he 
reads it, the fourth time he thinks 
about it, the fifth time he speaks to 
his wife about it, and the sixth or 
seventh he is ready to purchase.” Ad¬ 
vertising men today would probably 
agree with him. At any rate, he made 
money by taking his own advise.— 
New York Times.

ITEMS OF INTEREST 

Immigration to Canada ending 
March 1928, totaled 1&1,579 

The faint problem across tlie Line 
as tlie politican sees it, “how to gain 
the farm vote.” 

Eor the first four months of tne 
year building contracts were given 
for $125,647’100 in various classes of 
buildings. 

Announcement was made during the 
past week by Hon. George Hoadley, 
Minister of Health, of the persons 
who will constitute the recently creat¬ 
ed advisory board to the Department 
of Public Health, whose object will be 
to advise the Minister of matter® per¬ 
taining to public health in the pro¬ 
vince. 

- The appointment of Dr. It. C. Wall¬ 
ace, professor of geology at the Uni¬ 
versity of Manitoba, to the presidency 
of the University of Alberta to suc¬ 
ceed Dr. H. ^1. Tory who recently re¬ 
signed to become chairman of the Na¬ 
tional Research Council of Canada, 
has been announced during the past 
week by-Hon. PerYen Raker, Minister 
of Education, in .the absence of Prem¬ 
ier Rrownjee. 

Regulations governing the opera¬ 
tion of tourist and recreational camps 
in Alberta have recently been passed 
by the Lieutenant Governor in Council 
and are now'being prepared for dis¬ 
tribution to the owners or operators 
of such camps and to the secretaries 
of all health organizations in the pro¬ 
vince by,, the Provincial Hoard of 
Health. Posters displaying these re¬ 
gulations arc also being sent to tlie 
operators of camps. 

Kyohei Kato, who represents a To- 
kio concern, has just concluded a busi¬ 
ness mission to Canada and in an in¬ 
terview hete, he stated that he had 
bought 8,000,000 bushels of wheat in 
Canada or about half of Japan’s total 
importations. He explained that Japan 
got more for its rice than . Canadian 
wheat cost in tiieir market, hence the 
present purchase. He said, too, that 
Japan was eating more wheat foods 
and adapting themselves to the 
stronger diet. 

Last week’s shipment of buffalo 
brought the season’s quota up to 1.088,. 
head which will probably be the final 
allotment to the McKenzie riverdis¬ 
trict. At the present time pemmican, 
prepared l’roqj buffala meat, put 
through the park abbatoir, by a big 
Alberta packing house last winter, is 
being shipped to an eastern port for 
tiansportation to the natives in the 
eastern Arctic. Already consignments 
have been forwarded to tlie Eskimo in 
'he vicinity of Acklavak, where it is 
understood to have met considerable 
favor. 

The town of Waterhole in the Peace 
River country, it is announced, will be 
known in the future as Eairview and 
will occupy a site some five miles 
from from its present location. . The 
townsite of Eairview which has just 
been laid out is at the end of steel on 
the extension of the Central Canada 
Railway being constructed this season 
southwest of Whitelawt The new 
name is said to be a happy choice as 
the town in ijs new location will com¬ 
mand a view over a wide stretch of 
country across the Peace towards 
Spirit River. 

During tlie week of July 1 to 8 a 
new feature of social hygiene work 
in the province was established by F. 
T. Cook, lecturer for the provincial 
Department of Health, who conducted 
a series of lectures and moving pic¬ 
tures at Sarcee military camp. Tlie 
military authotities co-operated in tlie 
work to the extent of providing places 
for the meetings and lending their 
moral support to the movement with 
tile result that he meeings were well 
attended and it is felt that a great 
deni of good was accomplished. It is 
hoped that this work under the direc¬ 
tion of tlie Department of Health may 
become a regular feature in future 
military camps. 

The. popularity of the travelling 
health clinics and the amount of splen¬ 
did work done by these bodies on their 
visit to tlie Peace' River country be¬ 
tween May 10 and 19 is indicated by 
tlitvreport issued by Hon. G. Hoadley, 
Minister of Health. As the result of 
the visit of the examining and surgic¬ 
al clinics to five different points in 
tlie north a total of ”1 1 children were 
examined; tonsil and adenoid opera¬ 
tions and other minor operations num¬ 
bered 121; 28 patients were prescribed 
for; 279 children were given dental 
examinations; f41 extractions wore 
performed and other necessary dental 
treatment was given to 128 patients.
